On  June  13,  1903,  a young  man,  a 
university  teacher  from  Ohio  was  ap- 
pointed an  expert  on  dry  and  medici- 
nal plants  in  BPI,  at  31200  a year. 

On  May  27,  1944,  that  young  man,  now 
71  years  of  age,  a collaborator  of  the 
Department,  serving;  without  compensa- 
tion, died  in  Washington,  D.  C.  The 
man  was  Warner  ¥•  Stockberger  and  he 
was  not  only  a scientific  expert,  but 
he  also  lived  to  put  personality  into 
Government  personnel  work  in  Washing- 
ton* He  was  the  Governments  pioneer 
personnel  director. 

His  record  should  be  an  inspira- 
tion to  every  employee*  It  is  a long 
one  of  continuous  promotions*  As 
early  as  January  12,  1909,  his  chief 
of  bureau,  commenting  to  the  Secre- 
tary on  his  excellent  scientific  work, 
remarked  that  “he  has  shown  ability 
to  made  thing's  go."  He  thus  early 
displayed  administrative  and  other 
qualifications  quite  apart  from  his 
scientific  expertness*  His  career 
demons t rates  that  ability  and  initia- 
tive are  rewarded  in  the  Government 
s ervicej and  that  a man  can  even  make 
so  g,reat  a change  in  occupation  as  that 
from  histologist  to  Director  of  Person- 
nel and  succeed  fully* 

Dr.  Stockberger  was  a gentleman 
and  a scholar,  friendly,  human,  mas- 
ter of  the  apt  word,  phrase,  and  il- 
lustration in  writing,  and  in  speaking, 
endlessly  devoted  to  this  great  in- 
stitution, the  Department  of'  Agricul- 
ture* Bon  voyage l

Much  of  the  .city  has  been  uncovered 
by  archaeologists  and  the  marks  of 
Roman  cart  wheel a of  former  days 
can  still  be  seen  on  the  cobble 
stones.  It  was  surprising,  too,  to 
see-  the  paintings  of  Roman  scenery 
still  clearly  visible  on  the  homes 
of  the  upper  class-os.
